Senator and Mrs. Newlands have al- 


so been invited by Secretary Taft to 
accompany him on a trip to the Phil- 
ippine Islands. 
The party will start 


July 1st, and return October 1st. Mr. 
Newlands has accepted the invitation 
conditioned upon Its 
not 
interfering 


with his duties upon the Interstate 
Commerce Committee of 
the senate. 


There In a growing feeling even In the 
Republican party that the acquisition 
of the Philippines was not a desirable 
•ne. 
It IH probable that Important ac- 


tion will take place regarding them 
within the next few years, and It is 
necessary for one to have a full know- 
ledge of Philippine affairs in order to 
deal with the situation when it shall 
arise. 
The New York Herald and other pa- 


pers contain an interview with Sen- 
ator Newlands regarding San I>omln- 
go. in the consideration of which he re- 
cently took an active p*it. 


We publlHh herewith the interview 


in full: 


THE SAX DOMINGO QUESTION 
I regard the so-called modus vlven- 


41 as an improvement on the Indefensi- 
ble action of the President in taking 
oharge of foreign custom houses under 
an unratlfied. arbitral agreement which. 
like the pending protocol, should have 
been submitted to the sennte before 
action was taken under It. 


AN IMPORTANT QUESTION 


The San Domingo question is nn im- 


portant one and np<>ns up the whole 
•jur.vtlon of th»> future relations of the 


session subject to Columbia's sover- 
eignty, and obligating us to protect 
her title against the world, obtained 
absolute dominion over It, and the con- 
science of the United State approved 
of a perfidy the very suggestion of 
which would have been Indignantly 
repudiated when possession was first 
acquired. 


DANGEROUS PRECEDENTS 


This experience might well make the 


most ardent advocate of the dominance 
of the United States in Pan-American 
affairs hesitate regarding the Innocent 
possession of the Dominican custom- 
houees as a means of enabling San Do- 
mingo to settle with her creditors and 
relieve 
herself 
of 
bankruptcy. 
He 


might well apprehend that possession 
acquired thus Innocently 
might, 
by 


eltier circumstance or design, be drift- 
ed into the claim of absolute dominion 
ov»r the island. 
We have also some Illustration of 


the extent to which this new power 
could be applied In Pan-American af- 
fairs In the aggressive spirit of Mr. 
Roosevelt, who, though well-lntentlon- 
ed and patriotic, has, in his desire to 
accomplish things In which he consci- 
entiously believes, sought to mlnlmlz3 
the constitutional power and duty of 
the senate, a duty which It can no more 
abdicate or ignore than the president 
can his executive functions. It can 
well be imagined that a president as 
bold and vigorous as Mr. Roosevelt, 
but less patriotic and well-intentioned, 
might Involve us in irremediable diffi- 
culties.

NE- 


shouM !)»• brought to the consideration 
of tlio somite at a time when the whole 
policy <>f tho administration indicated 
its purpose, through the proposed gen- 
eral arbitration treaty and the arbitral 
agreement with San Domingo, to es- 
cape the restraint Imposed by the con- 
stitution upon the treaty-making pow- 
er of the executive by requiring the 
participation of two-thirds of the sen- 
ate. It is to be hoped that the admin- 
istration will hereafter recognize the 
fact that the very purpose of the fram- 
ere of our constitution was to keep 
the United States out of foreign com- 
plications by placing tl.e power to de- 
clare war In congress and making the 
senate share with the president the 
treaty-making power. The senate Is 
entitled to the fullest Information on 
this subject and will not act until It 
Is secured. 
Doubtless the Inquiries In- 


stituted by the president will aid our 
deliberations when we meet again. 


NATIONAL POLICY INVOLVED 
This Is not the ordinary case of treaty 


consideration Involving secrecy regard- 
Ing the communications of and corres- 
pondence with a foreign government, 
but It Involves a great national policy, 
which should be discussed In the open. 
Its consideration should be shared by 
the people and the press, and the sen- 
ate should have their aid In arriving at 
a final conclusion. 


When the president first declared his 


views' regarding our duty to civilization 
under 
the Monroe 
Doctrine, I was 


quite sympathetic, as I had entertained 
for » long time similar views and had 
so expressed myself eight years ago In 
the house debates, when we were con- 
sidering the Cuban question. 


I then declared that the Monro? Doc- 


trine, asserted primarily as a matter cf 
self defense to this country, involved 
the protection of American republics 
against foreign aggression, and that 
the corresponding duty devolved upon 
us of seeing to It that it was not used 
by the South American republics to 
protect them In truculence, dishonesty, 
disorder or disregard of their duties to 
civilization, and that if it was neces- 
sary w« would be Justified In armed in- 
tervention 
commanding order and 


good government. 


Hut since then we have made much 


history and I am not so sure that these* 
views, while based upon strong moral 
considerations, are practicable, unless 
we conclude to give all our time to 
external matters. 
PERVERSION OF MONROE DOC- 


TRINE. 


Our experience in Cuba, the Philip- 


pines and Panama have led me to fear 
that however beneficent our purpose 
might be In the beginning, we would 
be drifted, cither by circumstance, self- 
interest or desire for military glory, In- 
to a policy which we would have re- 
pudiated at the start. 


We Intervened In Cuba, but the war 


which was commenced to free that 
island from Intolerable cruelty ended 
in a war of subjection and conquest in 
the Philippines. 


So also In Panama, having secured 


from Columbia a mere right of way 
under a treaty which recognized Col- 
umbia's sovereignty and which bound 
us to protect her title against all for- 
eign aggression, we sought to enlargo 
this right of way then represented by 
a railroad Into a ship canal, with con- 
trol over the Canal Zone. Columbia 
differed with us as to the consideration 
and terms of the treaty, and In the 
twinkling of an eye the United States, 
by a display of force, secured the seg- 
gregatlon of the Isthmus from Colum- 
bia. 
Thus the United States, enjoy- 


ing at first a limited contractual pos- 


Durlng the past eight years we have 


been so absorbed in international com- 
plications that we have almost ne- 
glected domestic legislation. While we 
have been engaged in conquering other 
countries, monopoly has conquered our 
own. 
and under the leadership of a 


president whose policy on all matters 
of domestic reform Is as commendable 
as his foreign aggression Is deplorable, 
we are endeavoring to recover for our 
own people the ground which we have 
lost whilst our eyes have been turned 
towards the horizon of Imperial and In- 
ternational grandeur. 


These considerations should make 


us go slow In the declaration of a new 
policy. 


At the same time we should recog- 


nize the moral purpose which the pres- 
ident has In view and should seek some 
safe method of accomplishing It. 
SEVERAL 
POLICIES 
OUTLINED 


So far as I am concerned. I have an 


open mind and have as yet reached no 
definite conclusion. There are severa" 
policies which we can pursue. 


One policy is to declare as part oi 


the Monroe Doctrine that the Unltec 
States will not recognize the unpaii 
contractual obligations of an Ameri- 
can country to a foreign country as a 
cause for forcible Intervention. This Is 
the policy which we have thus far 
pursued so far as the claims of Amer- 
ican citizens against 
other 
govern- 


ments are concerned. Why should w< 
not Insist upon Its application to Eu- 
ropean 
governments? 
This 
policy 


however, might mean the contlnuanc 
and Increase of the existing dlshon 
esty, disorder and revolution In the so 
called republics to the south of us. 


The second course would be for the 


United States to take the bold stand 
suggested 
by • President 
Roosevelt, 


which would Involve a declaration to 
all American republics that the United 
States would not tolerate any failure 
upon their part to respond to the du- 
ties of civilization, and if they failed 
to pay their debts they would be made 
to pay them, or if they failed to main- 
tain order and good government they 
would be compelled to maintain them, 
and that the United States would by 
armed Intervention If necessafy, com- 
pel honesty, peace and good order. Such 
a policy might mean constant annoy- 
ance, an Increase of our military and 
naval force, an enlargement of our 
military expenditure and the absorp- 
tion of our government in extra-terri- 
torial affairs, when Us attention should 
be applied to the development of our 
country and the reform of abuses at 
home. 


POSSIBLE CONTINGENCIES 


It Is true that In the Dominican case 


there is no suggestion of force. Our 
Intervention will be a peaceful one, at 
the solicitation of San Domingo; but 
as is generally understood, the policy 
of the president would Include forci- 
ble as well as peaceable intervention, 
and the San Domingo treaty is regard- 
ed as the first step in carrying out his 


misrule or are unwilling through dis- 
honesty to enforce, to move against 
such recalcitrant republics with all the 
force that is necessary to secure pay- 
ment, our government Insisting that 
the force shall be only applied tem- 
porarily and shall not result in lasting 
possession or In the substitution of for- 
eign for domestic government. 


MAY BE HARD TO LET GO 


The danger In this policy Is that It 


is not always easy to drop a posses- 
sion once acquired, and that very many 
cood reasons will be found for main- 
aining It, and that In the end we may 
iave to use as much force In expelling 
he foreign government as would have 
been necessary originally in compell- 
ng the" American country to respond 
o its obligations. 


The fourth policy to pursue would be 


:o have a commission appointed con- 
sisting of representatives 
from 
the 


creditor nation and San Domingo. Such 


commission 
could 
ascertain 
first 


what Is Justly due and second what 
San Domingo, without unduly burden- 
ing the future of her people, could pay. 
The security might be arranged by 
placing the collection of customs du- 
ties under the control of a citizen of 
some disinterested 
power, such 
as 


Switzerland, Its control to be backed 
by such force as might be agreed upon 
by the creditor nations, all the nations 
stipulating that In no event would per- 
manent territorial occupation be per- 
mitted. 


The difficulty here is as to whethev 


the American people, with their pre- 
judice 
against 
foreign Interference 


with American administration, would 
tolerate the Idea of foreign countries 
participating in such a receivership. On 
the other hand, the only'alternatlve is 
the acceptance of the receivership by 
the United States government Itself, 
which would probably mean In the end 
permanent occupation. 
PROTECTORATE 
OVER 
ISLAND 


REPUBLICS 


There Is another view to be taken 


which Involves a comprehensive pol- 
icy regarding the Caribbean Islands, 
outside of the French Islands arfd Jam- 
aica. 
The United States now holds 


Porto Rico. It has a protectorr.te over 
Cuba, which controls that Island In its 
sanitary arrangements and debt-mak- 
ing capacity, and authorizes our Inter- 
ventlrn In case of domestic disorder 
threatening stability 
of government. 


We could pursue a policy as these is- 
lands that we would not apply to con- 
tinental republics, the difference In 
policy being based upon their propin- 
quity, their control of the Gulf and of 
the approach to the Panama Canal. 
Having the ownership of Porto Rico 
and a protectorate of Cuba, we could 
pursue a policy that would extend our 
protectorate over the San Domingo 
and Haytlan republics if they consent, 
or If domestic revolutions there make it 
necessary for us In self Interest to In- 
tervene. We could commence by In- 
corporating Into our treaty with San 
Domingo all of the essential features 
of the Platt amendment to the Cuban 
constitution, securing perhaps a strict- 
er control over all measures affecting 
the debts, the sanitation and the good 
order of the country. 


NEGRO COLONIZATION 


It might be possible later on to ad- 


Just the race question In this country 
by providing for the gradual coloniza- 
tion of the blacks In the United States 
on these Islands, under humane con- 
ditions as to Individual proprietorship 
of land and Industrial development. 
Cuba has today only a million and a 
half of people, and she Is capable of 
supporting fifteen millions. Would it 
not be to the advantage of both coun- 
tries If Cuba could absorb our negro 
population? 
The population of each 


country would then be homogeneous 
and the disaster likely to come to this 
country from the Juxtaposition of the 
two races would be 
averted. 
The 


blacks In this country are Increasing 
rapidly, and there is danger in the fu- 
ture either of a race war or of the In- 


ferior race being subjected to condi- 


tions of servitude. 


Years ago Henry Clay and others 


urged colonization In Liberia, but dis- 
tance made this Impossible. But here 
we have in the Caribbean Sea Islands 
of 
unsurpassed 
fertility, 
admirably 


adapted to the black ace. The ex- 
pense of removal would be light. The 
ability to secure Individual homes for 
each family would be within reach. 
The process of readjustment would nec- 
esxarlly be a gradual one, for the Im- 
mediate segregation of the black labor

Possibly our own 
people may secure large property In- 
terests there which will need protection 
and so every day the task of with- 
drawal will become harder. And then 
If, by processes however Innocent, the 
Island comes under our control, the 
race question Is to be considered, al- 
ready so serious In this country—for 
San Domingo would add 600,000 blacks 
to our population. 


The third policy would be to recog- 


nize the right of the European nations 
whose citizens have claims against the 
governments of American republics 
which the latter are unable through 


accomplished under more 
favorable 


conditions. 


The president has opened up a wide 


field of deliberation and It Is to be hop-' 
ed that the matter will receive the 
candid and non-partisan consideration 
of the American people and the adap- 
tation of the action of today to a 
broad and comprehensive policy that 
will Insure the race Integrity of the 
United States and the perpetuity of the 
republic. Above all things we should 
avoid "drifting," the adoption of tem- 
porary expedients to meet temporary 
emergencies. 
We 
should, 
through 


committee Investigation and commis- 
sion inquiry, get at all the facts, econ- 
omic and governmental, and by open 
debate challenge the best thought of 
the coutnry. 
The senate should not 


have adjourned without organizing the 
machinery for a careful Inquiry during 
the recess. 
It Is to be hoped that 


meanwhile the president will cause a 
thorough Investigation of the economic 
and governmental 
conditions of the 


Caribbean Islands to be made and sub- 
mitted to the public.

Unable to Settle Past Troubles 


and Quit Drink, He Wants to 


Make Amends but Can't 


T. J. WoodB, aged about 35 year*, 
the man who attempted 
suicide on 


Thursday, was yesterday taken from 
the county hospital to the court house 
His mental condition was the subject 
of Investigation and It took but a few 
minutes for the board to declare his 
mind unsound. He was Immediately 
thereafter ordered to the asylum. 
Woods' case is a particularly unfor- 


tunate one and the poor man is the 
subject of much compassion. He has 
evidently irone through so much an- 
guish from the effects of liquor or 
other cause that his mind was over- 
taxed. 
In his desperation he made a shock- 


Ing attempt to suicide on the track! 
near the subway. There were scores 
of people at hand, as It was in the 
early afternoon. 
At the hospital yesterday he sud- 


denly began to cry out in terrible fear 
of some supposed man who was aftsr 
him, and It took three attendants to 
quiet him. 
Woods is at least temporarily a men- 


tal wreck and is a pitiful sight. Dur- 
ing the examination at the sheriffs 
office yesterday he had a recurrence 
of his startling hallucination. He has 
gone through some particular expe- 
rience from which he has 
suffered 


mentally, the name of a Mr. Yeager 
of Bakersfleld being perhaps directly 
connected with it. A letter found in 
his pocket, which was possibly penned 
by the unfortunate man the day he 
drew the knife, is a pitiful story of a 
fallen man. It has no date and tells 
its own sad story: 
"Reno—To whom it may concern— 


Gentlemen: I writ* this to bring this 
matter to a close In one way or an- 
other. It is the old story of all on 
account of drink. 
We 
were 
both 


drunk, bu* it can't now be helped. 
If I can rely on this by letting whiskey 
alone I would like to have the chance 
to do it. I have somo good property 
in San Francisco, that I think I will 
get yet. Some I may get out of the 
Clark R. R. that would pay all the 
trouble. 
It is my first offense. 
I 


would like to have one more chance 
In life. 
We are not all perfect. All 


have our troubles that* they lots of 
times cause a man to drink. We will 
settle this what way you say: work 
It out or any way. The trouble may 
have been In the Cripple Creek cabin. 
I don't know—it was over three years 
ago. Will meet you at any place you 
say, so drop a note in front of me so 
I will know and can nettle this trouble.

THE LAW'S DELAY

HEN* Hamlet, In enumerating the ills that humanity 


Is heir to. mentioned the law's delay. he spoke 


of something that Is not the leant of the troubles of man- 
kind. 


In this c-ountry, day by day. It grows more and more 


apparent that the law's delay Is Intended solely to defeat 
the ends of Justice. It Is largely to the law's delay that 
we may attribute the yearly crop of murders that marks 
cur land as one of the most lawless and bloodthirsty on 
the globe. 


San Francisco affords a recent instance. Several months 


ago an old mnn named Smith committed a most coward- 
ly and unprovoked, cold-blooded murder. Under the laws 
and customs of any foreign nation — say England, for In- 
stance — he would have been tried and hanged and buried 
now. 
Day before yesterday the case came to trial, and 


the night before the chief witness for the state nearly died 
ot a hemorrhage of the lungs and would not have appear- 
ed to testify had he not been a man of great determina- 
tion. resolved to appear at any personal hazard in order 
that the ends of Justice might be subserved. 


Like the Botkln case, the Smith matter will probably 


drag Its weary length through the courts of California for 
years and years, and finally when all the witnesses are 
dead the defendant will be released for lack of evidence. 


And California is only a specimen of what other states 


are. It Is no better and could harly be any worse. Great 
reforms are needed in our methods of procuring justice, 
but It Is probable that before they are Inaugurated all t«io 
good citizens who desire reforms will be dead — victims of 
the weapons of the murderous element that now seems to 
hold unlimited sway in this country.

Democratic 
speakers 
frequently 


charged that the cost of living had very materially in- 
creased in most sections of the country and that wages 
had not proportionately Increased. The statement was 
vigorously denied by Republican campaigners. They even 
went so far as to show, through statistics furnished by 
the bureau of labor and statistics, that the cost of living 
had actually decreased, while the average wage rate had 
Improved. 


Even when the Democrats analyzed the report and 


.demonstrated that it was a tissue of deception, the Re- 
publicans Insisted that they were right, and many people 
who,had not kept in close touch with the cost of living 
believed them. Now comes the bureau of labor and sta- 
tistics with a very different story. There Is no longer any 
.necessity for bolstering up a Republican campaign. In * 
recent bulletin a comparison is made between prices from 
1890 to 1900 and 1900 to 1906. 


We are now told that the price of hams has increased 


12 per cent, salt pork, and bacon 32 per cent, lard 36 per 
cent, fresh vegetables 13 per cent, corn meal 18 per cent, 
crackers 19 per cent, beans 31 per cent, herrings 31 per 
cent and salt 21 per cent, pepper 72 per cent and currants 
121 per cent. It will be observed that practically all of 
these articles figure or should figure In the expenses of 
men who work for a living. They figure especially in the 
cost of living for those who work for day wages. 


Twelve articles are mentioned In the list Just given. 


The i average Increase is a little more than 36 per cent. 
Will anybody pretend that during the period from the 1st 
of January 1900, wages have been raised by as much as 
half of 35 per cent? No such pretense can be made, for 
the facts are too easily obtalneable. Wages have not be*n 
raised In proportion to Increased expenses.

In shops and factories and offices. The gainers are the 
men who control the necessaries of life.—Salt Lake Her- 
ald.

(n Kl Dorado canyon: and thus It will 
he observed that history has repeat*-! 
Itself In all the excitements in the 
west, and what Is still more remark- 
able, that old camps like the Cornstock. 


which years since were deemed to have 
seen their best daya, yet, with the 
scientific improvements In securing 
the values from the ores, and cheap 
methods of mining, are today being 
sought after by those who desire a 
really meritorious and permanent in- 
vestment. 


Among the large enterprises 
now 


spoken of, IB a smelting plant at Sodi- 
ville for handling the ores of sruth- 
weatern Nevada: though this propo- 
sition la seriously handicapped by the 
lack of co-operation on the part of 
the railroad, who decline to give any 
satisfaction as to freight rates. 


And then we have the great reclam- 


ation scheme, by which the U. S. gov- 
ernment will 
reclaim 
two hundred 


thousand acres of the finest agricul- 
tural land, which the sun has ever 
shone upon, and when it is remember- 
ed that hundreds of miles of railroad 
are being advanced all over the state. 
It will not be surprising to find that 
within the next two years, Nevada will 
take the front rank in the production 
of gold, silver and lead, and offer farm 
land for many thousand home seekers! 
The government has already expended 
$3.000,000 In this irrigation scheme, 
nnd probably $7,000,000 more must be 
expended before Its completion. 


Most certainly the prospect was nev- 


er so bright In the history of any 
state for large investments and meri- 
torious enterprises. 


Railroads are being advanced, our 


rich mines exploited, manufacturing 
interests established, electrical plants 
must be Installed, and other business 
enterprises, Incidental to the above, 
will necessarily follow, and not the 
least of which will be a 1000-ton smelt- 
er at Reno. 


Now don't gasp for breath at this 


assertion, because It is a fact beyond 
question .and is as necessary to the 
mining Interests surounding us, as it 
will be of benefit to this city. Ail con- 
ditions must be favorable In order to 
operate a smelter successfully, 
and 


these conditions actually pervall here. 
The mines to the south of us need 
lead or copper and iron for a base in 
smelting, and a large amount of It. 


neither of which they have. There Is 
plenty of lead and copper to the nortl 
of us and adjacent to the N. C. & O. 
railway, and as a matter of fact, com- 
paratively nothing Is heard of that 
section today, yet Jts resources are 
practically unlimited. There are mil- 
lions of acres of the 
finest timber 


lands; great deposits of lead and cop- 
per, and much very fertile agricultur- 
al lands, and the next few years wll 
see such activity in that section as was 
never dreamed of in the history of the 
west. This country is now penetrate*! 
by the Nevada, California and Ore- 
gon railway of which T. P. Dunaway is 
president and general manager. He Is 
an experienced railroad official, hav- 
ing formerly been connected with some 
of the big railroad corporations, nota- 
bly the Union Pacific, Denver and 
Oulf, of which he was general super- 
intendent, and his great ability 
in 


conducting the affairs of that corpor- 
ation'have given him a reputation ol 
which any railroad 
officer 
may be 


proud, and that, with other responsi- 
ble positions which he has held, has 
specially well fitted him for the exec- 
utive head of a railroad In a country 
of such wonderful resources which arc 
to be developed. 


And again referring to the smelter 


question, it may be added, that we

It 
is the gate-way to the great resources 
of the state, and the fine brick blocks 
already erected, and now In course of 
construction, attest a perfect public 
confidence never before experienced, 
and It is not unreasonable to predict 
that within two years it will increase 
to twice its present population.
